District Attorney Says Scrugham 
Was Nabbed To Keep Him Out

New York, May 2.—Counsel for the 
defendant arrangec with the district 
attorneys today for the appearance 
next Monday of Charles S. Fairchild, 
former secretary of the treasury, who, 
in Detenmiber last, was indicted on six 
counts charging forgery in the third 
degree. The case grew out of what 
came to be known as the “Prussian 
bond transaction” of the New York 
Life Insurance Company. 

Mr. Fairchild, then a trustee of the 
New York Life, was in Europe when 
indicted, but returned to this coun- 
try six weeks ago. He will be ar- 
raigned before Justice Greenbaum, in 
“the criminal branch of the supreme 
court. 

The grand jury that indictecé Fair- 
child also returned similar indictments 
against George W. Perkins, former 
vice president of the New York Life. A 
motion is now pending before Justice 
Fitagerald for an inspection of the 
minutes of the grand jury in the Per- 
kins case. :

The 
trust company, however, it is alleged 
under the indictment, charged off the 
Sale as a loan, giving its note, of 
which M. M. Mattison, head bookkeep- 
er in the New York Life’s finance de- 
partment, and a colored porter named 
Marshall were the makers. It is al- 
leged that both Perkins and Fairchild 
authorized the transactions and that 
the same constituted falsification of 
the insurance company’s -books. 

Fairchild will be represented in 
court by McFarlane, Whitney & Mon- 
roe, attorneys. 

Jerome Probing New York Life Case. 

Dia@trict \Attorney Jerome continued 
today hig investigation into the re- 
cent election for directors of the New 
York Lifé Insurance Company and 
which has already resulted in the ar- 
rest of George R. Scrugham, manager 
of the, International Policyholders’ 
committep, and two employees of the 
committee, on charges of conspiracy. 
Twenty witnesses, the greater number 
of the former employees of the Inter- 
national Policyholders’ committee, 
were examined at the office of the dis- 
trict attorney today. 

Tonight District Attorney Jerome 
gave out a statement in which he de- 
clares that he is perfectly satisfied 
with the work of his assistants, which 
resulted in the arrest of Scrugham. 
end thet he assumes all responsibility 
for what has been done. 

Concerning the form of Scrugham’s 
arrest, the district attorney 
thet because of earlier experiences 
with the state of Ohio, he will never 
again take any chances on the return 
of a fugitive from justice from that 
State geo long as there is evicence to 
hold him in the county of New York. 
derome Roasts Ohio. 

Mr. Jerome says in part: 

“TIT don't care to discuss the merits of 
the case while proceedings are pending in 
court.’ So far as the form of the arrest 
of Scrugham is concerned, it may be said 
that whenever there ts sufficient evidence 
against any one from Qhio, upon which 
to order an arrest, there will never be 
any delay or any chances taken. 1 
make this statement in view of the very 
extraordinary treatment that this coun- 
ty has received in extradition matters 
at the hands of the state of Ohio. In the 
case of the people against Willlam H.

MYSTERY SURROUNDS 


FINDING OF A BODY 
IN A VACANT HOUSE 


William C. Glazier Enters Unoccupied Building, 
and Shortly Afterwards Is Found 


Cold in 


ONSIDERABLE mystery sur- 
rounds the very sudden death of 
William C. Glazier in a vacant 
two-story house at 62 Houston street 
shortly after 5 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. Letters on the man’s person iden- 
tified him as W. C. Glazier, of 14 Cor- 
ley avenue. 

According to the testimony of several! 
boys who were playing in the: street, 
they saw Glazier enter the house 
through an open front window on the 
left and shortly thereafter they heard 
the man screaming as if in great pain 
and agony. 

They ran up to a nearby grocery and 
informad some older persons of the 
screams, but the men dismissed their 
fears by telling them it was probably a 
drunken man. 

A. W. Long, of 45 Peachisee street, 
passed by about this time and the boys 
related the circumstance to him. Ac- 


companied Sy them, he entered the va- 
cant house and found the man lying 


prone upon his face with life entirely 
extinct. The body was at the foot of the 


hall stairway near the front door leading. 


to the front veranda. 

Long immediately telephoned the po- 
lice station and call officers and the 
detective department immediately noti- 
fied and Sergeant, Newport Lanford 
made a spécial investigation. He noti- 
fied Coroner Thompson, who had the

Two Theories Advanced. 

Two theories were advanced as to his 
death One that he committed suicide; 
the other that he was suddenly seized 
with heart failure.

Purse, of 124 Ivy street, stopped by in 
passing and made only a cursory ex- 
amination of the dead man and said 
there were no surface indications of 
poison having been taken, although he 
made no explicit examination and gave 
no professional opinion as to the cause 
of death.

Glazier left an invalid wife and three 
small children Sesides his 12-year-old

He left home at 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning and went to his work at the 
Ghojstin Mattress Company, where he 
is employed. 

He worked till shortly _after 4 o'clock. 
when he left, saying he was going 
home. An hour later he was found cold 
in death in the vacant house. 

The dead man, it was said, had an 
offer to superintend the new bed mat- 
tress factory to be started in Athens 
by C, J. O’Ferraill and his son stated 
that he went over to ,thet city Sunday 
to confer with O’Ferrall. He was not a 
dissipated man, though not a ‘otal ab- 
stainer, and making good wages when 
he worked, said his brother-in-law. He 
was 39 years old and slightly bald.

: New York, May 2.—Upon application 
of Theodore H. Price, Justice Bischoff 
today granted a temporary injunction re- 
straining. the classification committee - of 
the New York cotton exchange from 


a recommendation for mercy. The jury 
to which the case was given at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, returned a verdict a few 
minutes before midnight, and the pr‘son- 
er was remanded to the Tombs until 
May 9, for sentence. 

Gustav Simon, a wealthy eshirtwaisi 
manufacturer was shot in his office on 
November 19, and died a few hours 
afterwards. Mme. de Massey, known as 
‘“Baroness’’ de Massey, was employed by 
Simon as a shirtwaiet designer and was 
arrested while leaving the building in 
which Simon's office was located, a few 
minutes after the shooting. She acknowl- 
edged she had had a cisagreement with 
Simon over a question of wages, and had 
left the manufacturers’ office a few min- 
utes béfore her arrest, but has consist- 
ently maintained throughout her tria: 
that she hag nothing to do with. tne 
shooting. 

There were but a few epectators in the 
court room to witness the midnight scene 
when the jury brought in its verdict. 
When the prisoner was brought in she 
was very (pale, but appeared calm, and 
faced the jury without apparent emo- 
tion. 

“We find the defendant guilty of man- 
Slaughter in the first aegree, and recom- 
mend that the mercy of the court be ex- 
tended to her,”’ was the verdict read by 
Foreman Chaffee. 

Mme. de Massey received the verdici 
calmly. Judge Blanchard, after the 
usua} formalities, remanded the prisoner 
to the Tombs to await sentence on 
May 8. 

Mrs. de Massey in answering the for- 
maj] questions put to her by the clerk 
of .the court said she was 37 years of 
age, having been born in Paris. She was 
a designer by occupation, a whiow and a 
Roman Catholic. , 3

Relations Betweg the Twa 
Countries Greatly Strained, 


MEXICO MOBILIZING TROOPS 


And Refusal of Guatemala to Deliver 
General Lima for Alleged Com. 
plicity in Murder May Result 
in War — Washington Is 
Greatly Concerned. 


. 


Washington, May 2.—The strained re- 
lations between Mexico and Guatemala 
arising from the failure of the latter to 
surrender under extradition proceedings 
for trial in Mexico General Lima, 
charge&®& with complicity in the assassi- 
nation of President Barrillas, is a mat- 
ter of serious concern to the officials 
here. They are sititerelyfesirous of the 


Ameriéan republics, pending the meeting’ 
and conclusion of the second Hague 
conference, otherwise the presentation 
of certain subjects to the conference by 
the United States would lose much of 
its force. 

With this in .view the state depart- 
ment has gone to unusual lengths in its 
efforts to terminate the war between 
Nicaragua and Honduras and prevent 


its spread to other Central American 


countries, and also to guard against 


‘further troubles in the future by pro- 


viding for a permanent peace commis- 
sion to meet in Nicaragua. The details 
of this last arrangement particularly as 
to time and place are expected to be 
disclosed in the treaty of ‘Amapala, 
when the text of that recently negoti- 
ated convention reaches Washington. 
Viewed With Apprehension. 

Hence the officials view with appre- 
hension the increasing friction between 
Mexico and Guatemala and there are 
frequent conferences at the state depart- 
ment, the last being today between 
Secretary Root, Assistant Secretary Ba- 
con and Ambassador Creel, of Mexico, 
in the pursuit of a common purpose to 
avoid a fresh outbreak of war, As the 
situation stands today, it may be stated 
cn authority the Mexican government 
does not believe it will be necessary to 
go to the length of actual hostilities; It 
does feel that it has a right to demand 
of Guatemala the surrender of fugitives 
who have committed the greatest of 
crimes on Mexican soil. It is feared that 
the demand for Jose Lima will ultimate- 
ly be refused by Guatemala, if for no 
other reason than because Lima is re- 
garded as the right hand man of Presi- 
dent Cabrera, in whose interest he is 
charged with having connived at the 
assassination of Barrillas. . 

But even in that event war might not 
follow according to this. authority. The 
Mexican troops that’ have mobilized on 
the Guatemalan frontier to the num- 
ber of 10,000 would be retained there 
and diplomatic relations of the two 
countries would rminated, but there

across the border into Guatemala? hence 
the belief that an active revolution may 
be expected.

GOVERNOR LIVES. 


Undercurrent of Apprehension 
Regarding the ‘Trial of 
Miners at Boise 


‘FEAR OF VIOLENCE FILLS 


MINDS OF ALL INVOLVED 


Guards Are Kept About Gov. Good-« 
ing and He Has Altered Routine 
of His Life— Many Believe 
Harry Orchard Is Mark. 
ed for Death. 


Boise, Idaho, May 2.—Counsel for 
prosecution and defénse in the Steunen- 
berg murder case have settled down to 
their final preparation work, and there 
is every reason: for believing that ths 
trial of William Haywood, first of the 
accused, will be commenced on Thurs- 
day next. Various reports as to moves 
tending to further delay the trial are 
in circulation, but the attitude of both 
sidés indicates that they are ready to 
go to the bar for trial. 

Undercurrent of Nervousness. 

This oasis of the American desert to 
which the leaders of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners have been brought 
to answer to the capital charge that 
they compassed the murder of a former 
governor in revenge for his activity in 
suppressing disorder in the days of 
violence in Couer D'Alene seems to 
grow in exterior placidity as the date 
of the opening of the first trial closely 
approaches. 

But, under the surface of calm, there 
is a strong undercurrent of appre- 
hension, tragic in many of its aspects. 
Violence is the ever-present fear. The 
position of the prisoners and their 
activity through years of bitter labor 
warfare, the dissension over their ar- 
rest in. Colorado and removal to Idaho, 
the rallying of thousands of working- 
men to their support and the radical 
propaganda undertaken in their benalt, 
together’ with the inter feeling 
feagainst tite -ynine owners ~~ assoc anon 
and other inctdeits, have #erved, right- 
ly: or wrongly, to make the case in 
the minds and attributes or fhousands 
a contest between the classes rather 
than a trial for the alleged crime of 


murder. 
Letters Threatening Viclence. 

In but a few minds is there belief 
that Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone, 
their friends or the men affiliated with 
them in labor union circles would ap- 
| Prove, much less encourage, any acts 
of violence at this time, because such 
‘act, it is believed, would be a fatal 
error. But there is a general fear that 
from the ranks of the violent radicals 
there may come a man or men desper- 
ate enough to attempt assassination, 
or that the agitation-may. give sinister 
suggestion and inspiration to some 
crank or irresponsible person. 

Letters that threaten every form of 
violence are pouring into Boise from 
all over the country by hundreds, and 
most of them are directed to Governor 
Frank R. Gooding, who is made largely 
to bear the brunt of all that this cele- 

ted case invites. 
peat ae police and friends of the 
governor generally are constantly on 
the alert to block the blow, and at the

insistence of family and friends he

The entire train of nine coaches was 
almost completely ruined, and it was bué 
a miracie that the loss of life was not 
appalling. 

The train: jumped the track at a 
switch, in a slight cut. Nine cars left 
the track and pileq@ against an embank- 
ment. A great many passengers were 
in the sleeping cars and were thrown 
from their berths and a panic followed. 

Fire Broke Out. 

Shortly afterwards fire broke out in 
one of the sleeping cars, but was extin- 
guished before any great damage was 
done. It was only the work of cool 
heads that prevented a worse disaster 
from fire. 

Conductor Frank Pritchett was in 
charge of the train ang Engineer Don 
Wall was at the throttle. The train 
was late, and was making about fifty 
miles an hour when Orchard Hill was 
reached. 

Engine Remained on Track. 

In the Orchard Hill yards a_ée split 
switch threw the coaches into a siding, 
the engine remaining on the main line. 
The second and third coaches, which 
were express cars, crashed into heavily 
loaded coal cars and were crushed like 
eggshells. The day coach and _ three 
Pullmans were thrown from the track 
and completely wrecked, though none of 
them were overturned. 

The coaches were thrown from their 
trucks, crashing into each other with 
tremendous force and after plowing deep 
into the ground settled in upright pos!i- 
tion, thereby saving many lives.

That official cognizance is to be 
taken of the mysterious departure 
was made evident from a formal state- 
ment which was issued today by Bish- 
op Burgess, of the diocese of Long Isl- 
and. He says that immediate action 
will be taken by the vestry of St. 
George’s church to fill the vacancv 
caused by the departure of Mr. Cooke. 

“The vestry is overwhelmed by the 
unexpected calamity,” said Bishop Bur- 
gess, “and is at a loss to account for 
it. I am inclined to the belief that 
Dr. Cooke cannot be of sound mind. 
Three years ago he was in a trolley 
car aollision and he had been a ner- 
vous wreck ever since. He had a 
leave of absence for a year and went 
to Europe to recuperate, but his con- 
dition since his return has been poor. 
The church and its property are in the 
best of condition. The funds are in- 
tact.” 

According to stories circulated free- 
ly in Hempstead today, the infatuation 
of the minister for Miss Whaley has 
been apparent for some time, and was 
the direct cause of Mrs. Cooke Teaving 
for her father’s home. It was said 
that the young woman’s grandmother, 


¢with whom she made her home, be- 


came aware of the infatuation some 
time ago and asked the minister to 
cease his visits to her home. Miss 
Whaley left her home several days 
ago, saying she intended to visit 
friends in this city. A little later the 
grandmother received a letter saying 
that when it was received “they” 
would be out of the country. Mr. 
Cooke was curate at Grace church, Bal- 
timore, before he received the call to 
Hempstead. é 

Miss Whaley’s father died a year ago, 
leaving her and her elder sister an 
ample fortune. It is ‘said that each 
will be worth $125,000. 

Mr. Cooke is 36 years old and has 
been married for five years. Miss 
Whaley is not yet 18. 

Mr. Cooke was popular during his 
pastorate in Hempstead, and also very 
successful in a financial way. In five 
years since he came to Long Island 
from Grace church, Baltimore, where 
he had been a curate, he had raised 
nearly $100,000 in his parish. With this 
money be» built a parish house, made 
extensive improvements in the Sunday 
school building.

‘here is an impression, at ,least, that cutting into asphalt pavements is 
prohibited within a certain period of years after they are put down, and if 
there is no such ordinance with regard to the new Peachtree street pave- 
ment, there ought to be and it cannot be passed too quickly.

Death of Eugene Ottley. 

There is no community but feels 
deeply the loss occasioned by the un- 
timely death of its sterling, energetic 
and enterprising young men. Such is 
the feeling which comes with the sud- 
den death of Eugene M. Ottley, a 
young Atlantan highly respected and 
esteemed in the business world, 
where he had such bright promise of 
success, beloved by his many friends 
and universally admired in that so- 
ciety to which he added much of life 
and enjoyment. Possessed of many 
loveable and generous traits, his com- 
pony was always desired, and all who 
knew him were glad to call him 
friend. In Eugene Ottley was the 
type of young man of worth and in- 
tegrity, who is of value to any com- 
munity, and the death of such can but 
be recognized as a general loss.

Finster, of New York, who is inter- 
ested in placing settlers on a large 


}acreage in that section of the state,

This is the sort of immigration that 
will most benefit and build up the 
state, and to this class the Georgia 
Immigration Association and state of- 
ficilals should, and doubtless will, turn 
tteir chief attention.

A Modern Jean Valjean. 

President Roosevelt’s determination 
to comimute the sentence or grant a 
pardon to John William January, an 
escaped convict, who has put nine 
years of hard and -faithful work be- 
tween his prison record and his pres- 
ent state, will commend itself to the 
sense of justice of the entire coun- 
try. 

The whole. state of Missouri has 
urged leniency. Business men, pro- 
fessional men, commercial bodies and 
even the lower house of the general 
assembly have taken cognizance of the 
case and united in a petition to the 
president. 

That a pardon will be granted 
se€ms probable. It ought to be grant- 
ed. Moreover, this man, whose ca- 
reer duplicates in every essential that 
cf a marvelous and pathetic character 
orf Victor Hugo’s imagination, should 
be restored to full citizenship. Ar- 
rested and committed to the peniten- 
tiary for robbery, although he had 
actually stolen nothing, this man es- 
caped from prison when eight months 
cf his five-year term yet remained. 
After earning an honest living at hard 
labor on a railroad construction gang, 
always exemplifying the virtues of in- 
dustry, sobriety and honesty, this man 
finally accumulated enough to open a 
little restaurant in Kansas City. He 
was successful in business, won the 
affections of a good woman and for 
nine years has been a respected citi- 
zen, an honor to the community and 
a consolation to his little family. 

When his identity was revealed a 
few days ago by one who had been 
his fellow-convict, this Valjean, who 
hed developed from January into 
Charles W. Anderson, was committed 
to jail by the inexorable law. 

However, this is one case in which 
the people of the whole state believe 
that justice should be tempered with 
heercy and that the state would profit 
more by allowing Charles W. Ander- 
son to continue in the way he had 
made for himself, than by returning 
kim to prison and thrusting him again 
into a convict’s garb for a crime he 
has already expiated. —

| eument to those students who protest 
against our existing system.of penol- 
ogy. To do anything but restore this 
van to liberty and invest him with 
the full rights of citizenship, which 
he has lost, would be unjust, unrea- 
scnable and in defiance of the moral 
law. Any other course would not be 
corrective, but must appear as a re- 
venge taken by the law upon a thor- 
oughly reformed and upright man. 

The sympathy which ‘Charles W. 
Anderson has won is not confined to 
the people who knew him and who 
have testified to his honor, his so 
briety and worth as a man and a cit- 
izcn. The whole country has taken 
vp interest in the case and it is stated 
that hundreds of personal letters urg- 
ing clemency have been sent direct 
to the president. 

It would be seen that the law has 
been satisfied. The man who at the 
age of 21 committed a crime that 
merited punishment, expiated it in a 
prison term covering four years and 
two months. 

Now, at 35, he has a record of four- 
teen years’ patient, persistent, plod- 
ding, faithful work, a record of loy- 
ality to those dependent upon him, @ 
regard for, his duty as a citizen and 
a man, that makes his present situa- 
tion as an inmate of the Leavenworth 
prison one of peculiar interest. 

That detection in the case of crime 
and the final apprehending of escaped 
criminals is almost inevitable has 
been further proven in this case. The 
moral effect of this lesson will have 
its deterrent influence. Further than 
this, a measure of mercy will have its 
own effect in showing that while the 
law is relentless in -its pursuit of 
criminals, that good works and per- 
severance on part of one who has 
proven a transgressor shall not go un-

What would such a canal 
plish? 

It would give navigation, from the 
seacoast at Brunswick by river and 
canal in the heart of the south 1,600 
miles in length. Via the Ohio, Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri, lllinois and Wabash

tion. 

It would give cheap freights upon 
heavy and low-classed goods and 
freight. It would enable the railroads 
handle the higher class freights 
with dispatch. 

Can the railroads meet the demands 
caused by increasing freights? 

The increased railroad mileage from 
1900 to 1906 has been 13 per cent; the 
increase of freight cars 30 per cent. 

The increase of freight products for 
the same period has been,’ for farm 
producrs, 48 per cent; coal, 55 per 
cent; pig iron, 90 per cent; steel, 100 
per cent; petroleum, 110 per cent; ce- 
ment, 400 per cent, and other freight 
in like proportions.

ROM out the marts of trade of 
fF money-mad Gotham comes the 

gladsome ‘news’ that Atlanta is 
soon to have a new Blue Book, 

For some time past Atlanta has felt 
an aching void. Just what it was no 
one seemed to know. Some said it was 
the need of a better water works sys- 
tem; others averred that an audito- 
rium was the real thing lacking. En- 
thusiastic citizens went to the polls 
and voted for water bonds to extend 
the water works; equally enthusiastic 
citizens went down in their pants and 
fished up real money for an auditorium. 
Still the void continued to throb and 
ache like a sore tooth. Atlanta was 
possessed of a vague unrest; there was 
an indefinable subtle something, as 
Laura Jean Libby, a fleeting, elusive 
recollection of a thing which one 
knows one needs but can’t remember 
or describe. Society—that part of the 
body politic which has cornered the 
upper case S’s and plays bridge—felt 
most keenly the incompleteness of 
things, and its various members went 
out on scouting parties to discover, if 
possible, the cause. In their meander- 
ings they flushed a divorce suit or two, 
but these only allayed matters for 
the time and caused temporary for- 
getfulness.

HOSPITAL WARD 
IS DISCUSSED 


Preston Arkwright Makes a 
Statement Concerning 
Offer of Railways. 


Preston Arkwright, 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
gave out a statement yesterday in which 
he explained the position of his com- 
pany in wanting a special ward for the 
treatment of persons injured by the 
street cars or steam cars. In part he 
said: 

“This question was under consideration 
by the board of trustees of the Grady. 
hospital at a meeting held in December. It 


was generally conceded that the hospital 
would have to take care of all these 
patients, but it was stated that the facil- 
ities were limited. Thereupon, without 
consultation with any one, I suggested 
that I believed the street railroad, the 
steam railroads and factories would be 
willing to provide additional fatlities at 
the hospital by furnishing +o the board 
of trustees a fund with which to build an 
additional ward upon plans to be sub- 
mitted by the board of trustees. This 
ward, while paid for by these companies, 
to be a part of the hosipital and owned 
by the city. 

“Dr. Longino, who was not a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees when the 
original suggestion was made, stated 
that it seemed to him to be a scheme on 
the part of these railroads and street 
railroad companies to build a hospita! 
for their own use and get the city to 
contribute land that would otherwise 
cost them $100,000, and deprive himself 
and the other doctors from getting these 
patients and getting pay for treating 
‘them. I am sure that when I made the 
suggestion I had no such motive, and I 
believe every member of the board then 
present would testify ‘to the fact that 
this accusation is entirely unjust, 

“If it is not desired to have this ward 
built, why certainly we would not in- 
sist upon it; though we are willing, if 
the hospital board so desires, to stand 
up to the proposition we made.”’

GLOVER CASE TO THE JURY 


All Evidence Submitted in Case of 
Augusta Man Charged With Kill. 
ing His Paramour—<Attorneys 
for Defense Overruled 
Over 100 Times.

Smithville Dispensary Finds Itself 
im Peculiar Position. 
Leesburg, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—The 
dispensary commissioners of Lee 
county and the city of Smithville are 
in quite a tangle over the late Smith- 
ville dispensary, deceased. The last 
legislature passed an act repealing the 
Lee county dispensary law, so far as 
the same applied to Smithville, and 
providing that the whiskies should all 
be sold out before January !. The dis- 
pensary commissioners did not sell out, 
but had on hand about four or five 
thousand dollars in whisky, and fought 
the law as unconstitutional, attempt- 

ing to run the dispensary on. 

‘On injunction they were restrained, 
and the supreme court sustained the 
ruling. The question confronting them 
now is, what to do with fhe whisky? 
They are forbidden to run the dis- 
pensary after January !, 1907, and the 
insurance and rent is going on. A 
proposition for the other dispensaries 
in tLe county to take the stock at a 
discount has been debated, and the 
council of Leesburg has filed objec- 
tions because of running the dispen- 
sary at Leesburg in debt to pay for it, 
when they have a full stock already. 
At present the second-hand dispensary 
is singing “Out In the Cold World 
Alone,’ and wondering what is to be- 
come of it. 


ITALY TO REGULATE IMMIGRATION 


Stringent Provisions of Bill 

Pending in Parliament. 
Rome, May 2.—The government today 
presented a bill to parliament providing 
for stricter emigration regulations. 

Messina is added to Genoa, Naples and 
Palermo as ports from which emigrants 
may leave Italy. The repatriation of 
emigrants returning from America will 
only be allowed on steamers authorized 
by the Italian government. Steamers vi- 
olating this rule will, on arrival in Ital- 
jan water, be fined $20 for each return- 
ing emigrant over the first twenty. 

The passage rates which emigrants 
will be required to pay are to be estab- 
lished by the foreign minister January 
i! and July |! of each year. Agents of 
emigration companies must deposit $1,000 
as a guarantee against infractions of the 
regulations. 

The government can stop the departure 
of any emigrants if it is considered 
detrimental to their interests for them 
to leave Italy for the port they may 
have selected. No company will be al- 
lowed to carry emigrants unless its owns 
at least two steamers. 

Italians who have become nattralized 
Americans, again can become Italian 
citizens by merely reentering the king- 
dom and declaring they have established 
damicile here, or without such declara- 
tion after three years have elapsed sinc2 
they reentered the a.ngdom.

Acquitted of the Charge of 
Murdering Richardson, 


HIS PLEA WAS SELF DEFENSE 


———— 


Jury Took Only an Hour to Declare 
Graham Innocent of Charge of 
Murdering George Richard- 
son on the 22d of De. 
cember, 1905. 


A verdict of not guilty im the case of 
Walter Graham, charged with the 
murder of George Richardson on the 
night of December 22, 1905, was re- 
turned by a jury in criminal court 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock. The 
jury required about one hour in which 
to make up their verdict. 

Graham wag placed on trial in the 
criminal court yesterday morning at 
10 o'clock. He was represented by At- 
tornes Reuben Arnold and Stephens, 
and the defense was based upon the 
plea that the killing of Richardson 
was done in self-defense. 

Story Teld by Graham. 


Graham, when placed on the stand 
to testify in his own behalf, told the 
following story of the occurrence 
which was accepted by the jury, as 
there were none who could testify 
positively to the facts in the case: 

“On the night of the shooting I was_ 
in company with Robert Clay and S. 
R. Watts on Jenkins gtreet. Some one 
said something about going over on 
the other side of the street and one 
of the boys replied that negroes lived 
over there and we had better not cross 


over. 

“I said ‘well, damfh them,’ 
went on down the street. 

“Just then we passed three men, 
and as they went by one of them 
stopped and told me to come back. I 
went back and as I went up he saic, 
‘this is the one,’ and I heard him say 
something about butting in. As he 
did so he caught me by the coat and 
struck me in the face. : 

“One of the men who was with him 
struck me on the jaw and Richardson 
shoved a gun in my face and snapped 
it. When it failed to fire he struck 
me in the face with it. I do not know 
whether he put the gun back in his 
pocket or dropped it, but he caught 
me around the throat with both hands, 
and as he released my coat, I jerked 
away from him. He rushed on me 
again and I pulled my gun and shot 
him twice. I did not know that I had 
shot him and I ran to get away from 
him.” 

Graham explained that he ran away 
and went to south Georgia upon the 
advice of his friends ané relatives, 
who thought he ‘had better leave until 
the trouble blew over. He remained 
there until he was arrested and 
brought back a few weeks ago. 


Was Badly Beaten Up. 


His story about his face being beaten 
up was corroborated by W. J. Smith, 
a farmer living near Decatur, who saw 
Graham the following morning, as he 
was on his way out of the city. 

Homer J. Kimball, @ yard conductor 
for the Georgia railroad, where Gra- 
ham was employed, and B. F. Cauley, 
an engineer, testified that they saw 
Graham on the night of the killing and 
that his face was beaten up almost 
beyond recognition. ) 

A number of witnesses were intro- 
duced by each side, but very little evi- 
dence which would throw any addi- 
tional light on the case was adduced. 
Clay and Watts, who were with Gra- 
ham at the time, testified that they! 
heard and saw only a part of the diffi- 
culty and that they ran when the shots 
were fired.

Columbus Trains July |, 


SHORTENS TIME ONE HOUR 


When Schedule Over Central to Co- 
lumbus Via Newnan Is Begun 
on July 1 It Will Only 
Take Four Hours 
for the Trip. 


Columbus, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—It 

is learned unofficially, but reliably, 
that the Central of Georgia railway 
will begin the operation of passenger 
trains between Columbus and Atlanta, 
over its Greenville-Newnan extension, 
by July |.

But it appears that the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany hag sought to preyent the appli- 
cation of this principle by securing a 
Georgia charter. That, at least, is the 
view taken by Comptroller General 
Wright, to whom the return was maée 
yesterday. The company returned its 
total property in Georgia at $210,406, 
of which $20,000 is franchise. Its net 
earnings in Georgia last year were 
about $1!2,000, and in making its re- 
turn it has capitalized these earnings 
about on a 6 per cent basis, which is 
the general rule which Comptroller 
General Wright has sought to follow. 

The Wrightsville and Tennille rail- 
road returned its total property at 
$592,984, of which $93,261! is franchise. 
Its net earnings capitalized on a basis 
of 6 per cent give a valuation of about 
$800,000 and the comptroller general 
will probably demand an increase. 
The Dublin and Southwestern rail- 
roaa, running between Dublin 
Eastman, returned its total property 
at $163,744, of which $30,000 is for 
franchise. The comptroller general 
considers this return a fair one and 
will probably accept it.

REDUCE RATES 


Railroad Is Reclassified by 
Commission te Go Into 
Effect in 30 Days. 


The Georgia Southern and “Florida 
Railroad was classified by the railroad 
commission yesterday so as. to reduce 
about 10 per cent of the cnarges which 
it is allowed to make on local freight 
rates. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida is 
now in class C, but by the egommission’s 
action is,in effect, transferred to class B, 
The railroads in class C are allowed to 
charge 25 per cent in addition to the 
rates laid down in the standard tariff, 
while those in class B are permitted to 
charge only. 15 per cent additional. 

This is the same action which was 
taken by the railroad commission some 
months ago in the case of the Central 
of Georgia and. the Southern Railway, 
both of which roads enjoined its action 
in the United States court, The Atlantic 
Coast Line was also reclassified at the 
same time, befng removed from class B 
to a new class half way between B and 
A, the result being likewise to diminish 
its legal charges on local freight. This 
roaqg also held up the decision through 
injunction. 

Under the order issued by the com- 
mission, the Georgia Southern and F‘or- 
ida is directed to put in the, new scale 
of local rates within thtirty days. It 
will not, however, be possible to secure 
decisions in the other’ reclassification 
cases which have been enjoined within 
that time, so the prospect its that the 
Georgia Southern ‘end Florida will like- 
wise apply to the courts for a restrain- 
ing order. 

It is interesting to note that of the 
three railroads which have been trans- 
ferreg from class C to class B, namely 
the Central, Southern and Georgia 
Southern and Florida, the latter shows 
the highest net earnings per mile. The 
net earnings per mile of these three rail- 
roads last year were as follows: South- 
ern, $1,393.47; Central of Georgia, $2.,- 
103.17; Georgia Southern and Florida, 
$2,109.64. The Atlantic Coast Line show- 
ed net earnings per mile of $2,343.88.

Death of William E. Carhart Re. 
moves Business Man Who Gave 
Aid When It Was Needed. 

In the death of William E. Carhart, of 
the firm of Carhart Brothers, wholesale 
grocers of New York city, which took 
place at his home in Brooklyn a few 
days ago, the south jost a friend who 
was among the first to extend substan- 
tial aid at the time when it was most 

needed. 

Immediately after the civil war Mr.’ 
Carhart recognized the business possibili- 
ties of the south and the high character 
of its business and extended lines of 
credit to merchants 4ll over the southern 
states who could offer no better secur- 
ity than their promise to pay. 

That his action was good business was 
proved in the after years, but coming 
when it did he has since been remem- 
bered with the kindest feelings and his 
death has been the cause of sorrow all 
over the south.

State Names Assessor to 
Pass on Property Claimed 
by Sims Heirs. 


In accordance with a resolution passe- 
ed at the last session of the legisbature, 
Governor Terrell yesterday appointed 
Henry S. West, a lawyer of Athens, as 
the state’s arbitrator or assessor, in the 
matter of fixing the value of certain 
right of way now occupied by the North- 
western Railroad from Athens to Lula, 
and now in possession of the Southern 
Railway, but which belongeg to the 
heirs of Sherman J. Sims. 

When this road was built the state of 
Georgia-in return for the concession of 
certain neéded right of way near Mays- 
ville, on the Banks county line, gave the 
members of the Sims family life passes 
over the line. When the road was af- 
terwards sold to the Southern Railway, 
that line refused to honor the life passes 
and they have ever since been trying to 
secure compensation for the land from 
the state, 

At the last session of the general as- 
sembly a resolution was passed provid- 
ing for the condemnation of the right of 
way in question in accordance with the 
usual legal procedure, with a view to 
paying the Sims heirs for it. It isin ae- 
cordance with ‘this resolution that Gov- 
ernor Terrell named Mr. West as the 
state’s assessor, and directed Solicitor 
General 8S. J. Tribble, of Athens, to rep- 
resent the state before the arbitration 
board. The board must be completed 
and its finding made In time to report 
to the legistiature at its coming session, 
when it is expected a bill will be passed 
providing for proper remuneration for 
the Sims heirs.

Berlin, May 2.—It was unofficially an- 
nounced today that Professor Curtius 
who edited the memoirs of the late Prince 
Chlodwig Von Hohenlohe-Schillingfurst, 
ex-chancellor of Germany, had resigned 
the presidency of the Protestant consist- 
ory oOf Alsace because Emperor Wil- 
liam snubbed him during his recent visit 
to Strassbourg. Prince Herman Von Ho. 
henlohe-Langenburg,: .the lieutenant of 
the emperor in the two imperial provinces 
of Alsace and Lorraine, has answered 
the protest of the local Protestant clergy 
against the affront the emperor offered 
to Professor Curtius in refusing to invite 
him to a banquet, by writing a letter 
admitting that his majesty struck the 
professor's name from the list of guests 
because of the publication of the Hohen- 
lohe memoirs with indiscretions which 
necessarily wounded the emperor's feel- 
ings.

The demand for cotton is_almost without 
precedent, and weére it not for the fact 
that, through the fictitious means, 
whether intentional or othérwige, ...at 
have been practiced on the Néw York 
Cotton Exchange, to depress the Value 
of the contract, and to degrade the stand- 
ard of classification, the south would have 
received at least acenta pound more for 
this year’s crop, which advance spinners 
could have easily afforded {to pay. A 
cent a pound on this year’s crop, Mr. 
Price remarked, would have been equal io 
some $65,000,000, of which he feels the 
pro@ucer has béen unjustly deprived, and 
which Spinners and consumers would 
gladly have paid. 

Mr. Price hopes, through the prosecu- 
tion of this suit, to be able at léast par- 
tially to rehabilitate the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange in the eyes of the public, 
and justify its continued existence as a 
legitimate auxillaty to the marketing of 
America’s most valuable export crop.

Price clairns that the New York contract.

protecting himself against future con- 
tracts for his product. Mr. Price says 
that he expects considerable criticism 
and unpopularity as a result of his ac- 
tion, and that it has taken no little moral 
scurtae on his part, to face the issue;

those who now criticize his action will 
realize that it is for the best Interests of 
the trade. 

In his complaint Mr. Price states, 
amongst other things, that during the 
past six years he has bought, réceived 
and paid for, on thé exchange, some 
400,000 bales of 2ctual cotton, which 
cost him $20,000,000.
